With but one dissenting vote, the House 
Postwar Military Committee has officially 
recommended a pregram of peacetime 
military training for American youth. 


While no definite legislation was sub- 
mitted, the committee, after several weeks 
studying the pros and cons of the question, 
declared the program: 


1. Should be designed primarily to 


train men for military service under con- 


ditions of modern warfare. 


2. Should conform in its details with the 
requirements shown by experience in this 
war and by future technological develop- 
ments, to be necessary to prepare men to 
serve in the armed forces effectively. 


3. Should be universal and democratic, 
applicable to rich and poor alike, and with 
a minimum of exemptions or exceptions. 


“4. Should be fitted into the existing 
structure of the military and naval estab- 
lishments as provided for in the national 
defense act of 1920 and other existing leg- 
islation, or into that structure as here- 
after modified by congress. 


5. Should be consistent with the preser- 
vation of the position of the national guard 
officers reserve corps, the reserve offi- 
cers training corps, the enlisted reserve 
corps, the naval reserve and the naval 
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Keep the Peace 


militia as components of the military and 
naval establishments. 


6. Should provide for training of men 
in youth in such a manner and on such a 
basis as to cause the least interference 
with their normal education and careers 
consistent with the effectiveness of the 
training program. 


7. Should provide for training only and 
should not require any character of mili- 
tary service. Service would be required 
only in the event congress should in the 
future order conscription to meet a na- 
tional emergency. 


There, in broad outline, is a blueprint 
for universal military training which 
should prove acceptable to the vast ma- 
jority of thinking Americans. 


Certainly the need for such a program 


has long been realized. And, while we 


must certainly work in every other way 
to make permanent the coming peace, 
there can be no -more effective insurance 


policy against war than preparedness. 


We hope, therefore; that congress will 
get around, and without additional delay, 
to the job of enacting a program of univer- 
sal military training. There’s no time like 
the present to remedy so obvious a flaw in 
our security system. ‘ 


A Good Constitution But Far From Perfect 


Four weeks from today the people of 
Georgia go to the polls to ratify or reject 
an amendment which constitutes a redraft 
of the state’s outmoded 1877 constitution. 


Yesterday, before the Atlanta Rotary 
Club, Gov. Arnall officially inaugurated 
his personal campaign to insure over- 
whelming support of the proposed new 
document. Terming the new organic law 
“part and parcel” of his administrative 
reform program, the Governor will make 
personal appeals throughout the state dur- 
ing the time between now and the election. 
He will be joined in his efforts by other 
state officials‘ and various political and 
civic groups throughout Georgia, the re- 


sult being that there seems little likeli- 


hood of the failure of the new constitu- 
tion’s ratification. 


« For this, we are happy. 


. The 1877 constitution, amended 301 
times in the intervening years, has long 
been in need of modification. It is an 
archaic and unwieldy document, unsuited 
to the times and, in many instances, am- 
biguous or contradictory. 


The proposed new constitution, which 
will be submitted as’a single amendment 
to the present one, is a great improvement. 
As such it should—and will—be adopted. 


But, and this should be made unmis- 
takably clear, it is not perfect. Far from 


being a panacea, it does not even, in some 
instances, live up to the billing which some 
of its more ardent proponents have been 
giving it. 

There is, for instance, the matter of 
home rule—the proposed new basic law 
does contaih a few safeguards against 
legislative malpractice in local affairs. But 
as for genuine local self-government, this 
remains, until such time as that heretofore 
reluctant body sees fit to delegate it, very 
much in the hands of the legislature. 


_ A civil service program — insuring 
against the vicious patronage evils with 
which Georgia’s state government has 
long been saddled—is also left in a nebu- 
lous stage. 


And finally, but by no means least, 
there is the matter of a lieutenant gover- 
norship, written into the constitution de- 
spite the fact that only a few years ago, 
when last the people had an opportunity 
to express themselves on the matter, they 
voted against setting up of such a sinecure. 


Thus, while the new constitution is a 
decided improvement on the old, there are 
provisions therein not entirely to our lik- 
ing. And while we indorse the proposed 
document and urge its ratification, we 
shall continue to press for genuine home 
rule, in effective merit system and the 
submitting of the office of lieutenant gov- 
ernor to a separate vote of the people.

Truman's Program 
Calls for Changes 


WASHINGTON, D.’ C.—Here is the place to 
hear talk. Washington exists on talk and _ poli- 
tics. But here is the heart of the government, 

and here are the men closest to it. 
They talk two chief topics today. The Big Three meeting, 
and reorganization of the executive branch of the government. 


Harry £. Truman, President of the United States, is going to 
the Big Three meeting determined to get along. He is going to 
play none of this hard-to-get diplomatic tit-tat-toe. He is going to 
be a frank, Kansas farm boy, so to speak, and plainly state to 
Winston Churchill and Marshall Stalin that he doesn’t know much 
about diplomacy and international affairs. He is going to say that 
he wants to get along with Russia, that the government does and 
the American people do. He will say the same thing for Eng- 
land. He will then play his trump card, which is that we don’t 
want anything from: either one, and will not take “sides” with 
either one. We are not going to be pro one or the other. We 
want our bases, we will take what help we can get in beating 
Japan, but after that we want peace and we want to get along. 
Harry Truman, believes Russia honestly wants peace and believes 
it is not difficult to get along with Russia if Russia knows the 
facts. He intends to see that Russia gets them. 

That’s to be his approach, according to those who are in a posi- 
tion to know. 

If so. and it fits into the Truman pattern as it has been revealed 
to us, it will be a good approach, certainly Stalin will under- 


stand it, 

Furthermore, say the wise ones 
No More Appeasement here, Jimmy Byrnes, the secretary 
of state, is going to let them know there will be no more appeas- 
ing of Franco in Spain and no more playing footsie under the 
diplomatic table with the Argentine crowd. 


There is no forbidden topic for the Big Three. They will, re- 
ports say, ted China. TT, V. Soong has been talking in Mos- 


cow. He talked/in Washington before he went to the Soviet capi- 
tal. There will*e talk about Asiatic boundaries. 

_ Also, if Japan is going to ask Russia to present a peace plea, 
this would be the place to have it presented. 

And if there is no peace plea, from what better place could 
come an ultimatum to Tokyo which would have behind it, actually 
or by implication, the threat of Russian intervention? 


So much for the Big Three meeting. 

: ; As for what President Truman plans in the 
Reorganization way of reorganization of the executive branch, 
the word is to hang on to your hats. We are going to pick up speed. 

Seriously to be proposed is a department of banking, with the 
secretary one of cabinet rank, the plan would be to make of this 
department one which would include all the loan agencies and the 
federal reserve. The problem of the public debt would be this 
department’s responsibility. The Treasury would be left little 
more than the job of. collecting and-disbursing revenues. 

A department of the armed services, replacing the present two 
cabinet members of secretary of war and of the navy, with four 
undersecretaries, also is to be urged. 

But, where we must really hold on to our hats is in the reor- 
ganization of other agencies, much along the line as publicly rec- 
ommended by James F. Brynes during the period when he held 
no office, having resigned as war mobilizer. 


Reorganization of the Labor Department is to be startlingly dras- 
tic. Secretary Schwellenbach, authoritative reports says, will have 
consolidated under his department, all the many agencies having 
to do with labor, beginning with the War Manpower Board and in- 
cluding all the manpower boards of the War Shipping Administra- 
tion. The NLRB will have its functions taken over by the Labor 
Department and the War Labor Board, of course, already has been 
declared out six months after hostilities halt. 

There are to be other reorganizations and consolidations. If 
congress refuses to grant the power, the necessary legislation will 
be requested. 

It must be kept in mind that Mr. Roosevelt, in 1939, asked for 
such powers and had given him a small concession. Then came 
the war and it occupied full attention and bureaus had of neces- 
sity to. be expanded. 

Now, with the United States for the first time assured of par- 
ticipation in world affairs, Mr. Truman and his advisers are known 
to feel we cannot do a good job, and that our government will be 
inefficient, unless we have a reorganization to fit the new demands.

Who Are Privileged 
And Under-Privileged? 


She really wrote about the problem behind 
the youthful vandalism in private homes, which 
has worried and puzzled Atlanta in recent 

However, that is not the portion of her letter that proved 
really interesting. For she seems to have tackled that subject 
under what is probably a misapprehension. For she takes it for 
granted the young vandals belong to what we call the “under- 
privileged” class whereas every indication is that they are children 
of families which undeniably belong to the group anyone would 
designate as “privileged.” At least financially. 

But it is when she starts writing her thoughts on that sub- 
ject, the comparison between the “underprivileged” and the “privi- 
leged” that her letter becomes truly interesting. It is, I believe, 
an interesting document in that it reveals some of the thinking 
going on in the mind of an intelligent woman who has spent the 
60 years of her life in rural surroundings in Georgia. To glimpse 
within the thought processes of such a one is always fascinating 
and informative. It may be that her thoughts are representative 
of a large group, and it may be they are indicative of a trend 
which will have much to do with the shaping of that brave and 
better way of life about which so much is written, nowadays. 


“We talk much,” she writes, “about our wonderful way of life 
in America, but when we speak that way we are comparing the 
privileged few, here, against the underprivileged masses of other 
countries—forgetting the masses of underprivileged in America.” 

“Let’s try to look this thing square in 


One of Privileged the eye,” she continues, “for Ameii- 


ca’s sake and the rest of the world. Now I am in my 60th year 
and as for background among farm folks, I was born and have 
lived as what might be called the: privileged few. jhat is, if you 
can cail living 'n your own home and carryirg a mortgage all my 
life to keep from living the life of a tenant, a privilege. You and 
your family, I »magine, would be classed abvut the same as city 
folks, struggling all your days to bring’ up a decent family and 
send them to the best schools possible. (How right she is!) 

“Now let’s look at the people just below our standards, both 
on the farm and in towns and cities. I often say I'd rather be 
poor in the country than in town. 

“First, for I know it best, let’s look at the tenant farmer. For 


example, one living near me now, 
“Man and wife in their early 


Typical Tenant Farmers thirties and six children. This 


year the only boy, 16, was kept out of school to make a crop while 
the father looked after the rest of the farm (a 12-mule farm), for 
the owner, who is 85 years old. (He has children, too, but none 
of them will farm. He educated them well and they prefer town 
life.) 
“The five daughters of the tenant farmer all went to school 
except the baby. Now, with school out, these girls are working 
hard, out in the hot sun, trying to get the crop finished. They 
will have to stay out of school for a while this fall to help harvest 
the peanuts and cotton. 

“The mother, besides cooking and doing all her housekeeping 
and washing, is trying to work a good size garden and to can all 
the stuff they can’t eat. She has high blood pressure and should 
rest, but she says, How can I? 

“These children appreciate their parents and know they are 
doing the very best they can for them, but they must wonder why 
the scales of justice are so far out of balance, why they have so 


hard a life and other children have so many good times. 
“They tell us juvenile delinquents usual- 


Crack Under Strain ly come from the poorer parts of the 
city. Well, people who have to live on a low standard want 
their children to have the best possible, and make untold sac- 
rifices to give them decent clothes—often even at the sacrifice 
of food. These children appreciate this struggle their parents 
are making for them. But they also see the other side of life, 
where their schoolmates live in nice homes, have cars, go off tor 
vacations while they have to stay cooped in some stuffy little 
apartment with no room of their own and no place to bring 
their friends. Is it any wonder some of them crack under the 
strain? If America doesn’t wake up, and if our capitalistic 
democracy doesn’t straighten out and “fly right” we're all apt to 


go down together. ; 

“To my mind the south has always practiced FEPC. Take 
the sharecropper. I may be wrong, but | think the south origi- 
nated this plan to take care of the Negroes the government set 
free in a land where they had no means of independent liveli- 
hood. Where is there a business which offers the laborer a 
fairer chance than that of the sharecropper? The farmer fur- 
nishes everything, the cropper does the work and they go halves. 
Is there any other business which offers labor such returns?”

Cabinet Changes 
Precipitate II] Will 


W ASHINGTON—President’ Truman is creat 
ing a certain amount of ill will for his admin- 
istration by the manner in which he is going 

about making changes in his cabinet. 


The resignation of Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau. has provided the latest incident. 
Whatever may have been the friendly tone of the exchange of let- 
ters between the President and the Treasury Department head in 
announcing the latter's resignation, it can be stated authoritatively 
that Mr. Morgenthau was and is deeply embittered over the man- 
ner of his removal. 

His bitterness is said to be such that it is doubtful that either 
he or some of his influential friends can ever be closely aligned 
politically with the Truman administration again. 


The ill feeling here engendered stems from the following cir- 
cumstances: Shortly after President Roosevelt died Morgenthau, 
in company with other members of the cabinet, told Mr. Truman 
that his resignation was available at any time it was desired. The 
new President, according to published reports at the time, asked 
the entire cabinet to remain on. He indicated that he had no 
plans for a general cabinet reorganization any time soon. 

Subsequently seemingly inspired reports began to appear in the 
newspapers to the effect that a change was to be made in the 
Treasury. Embarrassed by these reports, since he had not been 
officially informed of any plans for replacing him, Morgenthau 
went to Truman and asked that his status be clarified. 

The President is reported to have given him an evasive answer, 
asking him to remain at his post, but not giving him any definite 
assurance as to the future. 

Still later when the reports of his resignation began to appear 
again Morgenthau went back to the President with another re 
quest that his status be clarified. The results were the same 
as in the previous meeting. According to the Treasury officials 
friends, Mr. Truman continued to be evasive. 

In the meantime sources inside the White House are known 
to have made the positive statement that it was the President's 
intention to replace Mr. Morgenthau soon after the present loan 
drive was ended and the Bretton Woods legislation is put through 
congress. 

The Treasury secretary must have heard of these statements. 
for he went back to the White House the day his resignation was 
announced for what amounted to a showdown conference on the 
subject. He told the President that if he was to be replaced he 
wanted to know about it, that it was embarrassing to him to have 
such reports in circulation, and that he wanted his status clarified 
once and for all. He would be happy to remain if Mr. Truman 
wanted him, but if he was going out he would like to make other 
plans. 

Mr. Truman, thereupon, is reported to have admitted his plans 
for making a change in the Treasury, after which Mr. Morgenthau 
returned to his office and immediately resigned. 

Those who saw him later say that he was much put out, sorely 
grieved and downright mad over the incident. He did not like the 


way his resignation had been handled. 

Biddle Much of the same situation existed in the resignation of 
former Attorney General Biddle and Secretary of State 

Stettinius. 

Mr. Biddle, who had been led to believe that he would be con- 
tinued in the Department of Justice for a much longer time after 
Mr. Roosevelt’s death, was flabbergasted when a White House 
attache informed him of Truman’s decision to replace him. More 
over, he was greatly annoyed when told that the then assistant 
attorney general, Clark, would be named to succeed him. He and 
Clark had had some differences, and Biddle was trying to have 
him ousted when he himself was removed. 

Stettinius showed pique over the manner of his resignation 
by leaving the State Department on the same day his retirement 
was announced. He did not wait for his successor to be named 
or even to clean off his desk. He just quit cold when Mr. Truman 
got ready to announce his leaving. 

It is putting it mildly to say that the friends of these cabinet 
officers are a bit peeved over the circumstances of their ousting. 
Some of the least of the criticism being heard from these sources 
is that Mr. Truman might have handled the resignations with more 
tact. taking the cabinet members into his confidence as to his plans 
well in advance of theit departure without waiting for them to 
learn the news from outside sources. 
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“I see ya told ’em they’re goin’ home.”

NEW YORK.—Shortly after)

= With the nation’s great war plants? 
7 This has become the most challenging ques- | 
tion of the day as production of war implements begins to slacken, | 
as workers lose their jobs, as soldiers return looking for work. 


An outstanding symbol is the 
giant bomber plant at Willow 
Run, near Detroit, operated by 
Henry Ford, because it was the 
biggest and most expensive of avi- 
ation plants—it cost $90,000,000— 
and because it now has ceased pro- 
duction. The last bomber rolled 


out a-few days ago. 

At the peak 40,000 persons were 
employed at Willow Run. Now 
there are only between 3,000 and 
4,000 engaged in repairing bomb- | 
ers.

Little Exercise 
Goes Long Way 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


There is no use in perspiring 


|through exercise in hot weather. 


As the saying goes, it isn’t the heat; 
it’s the humidity. Exercise gen- 
erates heat which must be dissi- 
pated into the surrounding atmos- 
phere. When the air is heavy with 
moisture it doesn’t favor rapid 
evaporation. So on a hot, sticky 
day, exercise should be on the 
light side. 
Fine, you'll just skip it [alto» 
gether, to be on the safe side.\But 
a few easy morning stretchers kan 
help you bear up under tre ne 


~ 


feel nearly as tuckered out. 

In summer it’s best to take ex- 
ercise in the cool of the morning 
and let them be easy and natural. 
They can even be taken in bed. 
If you like, just toss off the top 
sheet and the pillow, then stretch 
to full length—s-t-r-e-t-c-h! Then 
cross one leg over the other and 
pull all along one side. Then 
along the other side. Just lie there 
and watch the sunbeams dance on 
the ceiling for a minute... then 
lazily bring alternate knees to 
chest and pull slim in the -niddle. 
All that doesn’t seem much like 
exercise, but it’s been proven that 
just a slight stretch of muscles 
stimulates contraction. It’s called 
the stretch reflex, and develops 
normal elasticity. It’s the elastic- 
ity in a muscle that gives it “tone. ’ 

Now hop up and take a turn at 
upward stretching and bending. 
Everybody likes to stretch in the 
morning, it’s natural. So try this. 

Place one hand in the arm pit 
and stretch the other high above 
your head and take a good lux- 
urious s-t-r-e-t-c-h! Again. Now 
reverse the arms and stretch again. 

Now push both arms up easily, 
and rise on toes and pull! Reach 
as if you were trying to get some- 
thing off a high shelf. When the 
arms drop, hold the sensation of 
being stretched through the mid- 
die. It’s a nice firm, fit feeling. 
The development of proper muscle 
sense is important. 

Now stretch up again and this 
time, add a side bend—bend gent- 
ly to one side, back to position, 
then to the other side. Two or 
three times are enough, later you 
will feel like taking a few more. 

Stretching is a natural form of 
exercise; it straightens the spine, 
lifts the chest and helps tone the 
abdominal muscles, All that for so 
little effort! 

Finish with a refreshing shower.

Col. Seidenfeld and Lt. Col. Paul 
L. Schroeder, the neuropsychiatric 
consultant for the Fourth Service 
Command, are attending the con- 
ference which is being held for 40 
psychologists and neuropsychia- 
trists connected with the Army 
Service Forces of the Fourth Serv- 
ice Command. They both address- 
ed the conference yesterday on the 
prominent part which psycholog- 
ists and psychiatrists are playing 
ir this war. 

“We feel that the contribution 
which psychologists have made in 
working with psychiatrists during 
the war has been a very effective | 
one,” Col. Seidenfeld said. ‘“To- 
gether we have worked to solve 
the problems of diagnosis, treat- 
ment and prevention of mental ill- 
ness among the men in service. 
CIVILIANS TO BENEFIT 

“The success that we have met 
with in learning about the treat- 
ment of mental ailments, and the 
knowledge that we have acquired, 
will be transferred to civilian 
treatment after the war is over. 
The successful relationship which 
has occurred in the military field 
should greatly aid-in the utiliza- 
tion of similar endeavor in civilian 
fields.” 

Col. Schroeder, who is highly re- 
garded for the able work that he 
has done in the Fourth Service 
Command, said that. the main mis- 
conception that the public has 
about neurosis cases is that they 
will be permanently affected by 
their wartime mental disturb- 
ances. 

“These men are not permanent- 
ly affected,” he said. ‘“‘They are 
treatable and they will recover. 
Their illnesses are comparable 
with civilian sicknesses such as 
pneumonia and appendicitis opera- 
tions. Except for rare exceptions, 
they recover. Their conditions are 
not unique “army sicknesses.”’ I]11- 
nesses such as these exist in peace- 
time, too. — 

RECOVERY RATE HIGH 

“People vary in their ability to 
withstand the stress and strain of 
military life. Breakdowns occur 
all along the line during the serv- 
ice period. Induction presents men- 
tal stress to some. Basic training is 
certainly a great strain, and, of 
course, actual combat is. Inci- 
dents are high, but the recovery 
rate is exceedingly high.” 

Col. Schroeder said that he does 
not believe that there will be hun- 
dreds of “mental cripples” after 
the war. The.meg are responding 
too favorably ‘to treatment. He 
says that they respond more rap- 
idly than civilian patients do. How- 
ever, he believes along with Col. 
Seidenfeld that the teamwork that 
has been established among the 
psychologists, psychiatrists and so- 
cial workers during the war will 
be reflected in civilian relation- 
ships after the fighting is over. 

The conference will continue 
through today. Most of the men 
who are there are from medical in- 
stallations, general and convales- | 
cent hospitals and rehabilitation 
centers.

When the first explosion oc- | 
curred at least 30 Frenchmen and 
80 German prisoners were work- 
ing on the dump, unloading shells | 
recovered from the Dunkerque re- | 
gion, the dispatch said. 

At least another 30 French sol- | 
diers were guarding the prison-| 
ers, the agency said, and it was 
feared they also were killed. 

Radio Paris said that the explo- 
sion caused panic among Dunker- 
que civilians,.who had only re- 
cently returned to the city, and 
that an immense cloud of black | 
smoke hung over the area.
